EDITOR BUI.I.KTIN:—I noticed an ar- 
ticle In the Sutletin of last evening en- 
titled. "Is there a Job In it 1" com- 
menting on the action of Mr. Span Id-

the lake sewer, and Impugning bis 
motives. Presuming that you have 
been misinformed as to the'facts, I take 
the liberty of stating that you are en- 
tirely mistaken.

I asked if 
tbe specifications could not be altered 
so as to nave Freer Stone come In com- 
petition with brick. He answered that 
they coatd not, and, to'settle the mat- 
ter, asked tbe opinion of the City At- 
torney to confirm his statement.

So far UK Mr. Knox's statements 


are concerned, he commences at the 
tail end of Mr. Spaulding's remarks. 
His prevarications amount to down 
right falsehoods. 


The statements of the TBIBUSE 


were 
substantially 
correct.

Spaulding first raised the question 
whether the plans and specifications 
could not be altered so as to include 
Freer stone as a material in tbe con- 
struction of the main sewer, although 
he ought to have known that the law 
explicitly says that the ordinance 
authorizing the construction of the 
Hewer must state the material to he 
used. Mr. Spaulding should also 
have known that no member of the 
Council can legally be interested in 
any contract with the city. He knew 
that he was one of the principal own- 
ers in the Freer Stone Company. He 
knew that the ordinance authorizing 
the work had been passed, and that 
.the City Council had advertised for
